APPENDIX III 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

[These regulations arc published for the convenience of 
candidates and to enable them to ascertain the probability 
of their being of lhe required physical slandaul. The iemu¬ 
lations are also intended to provide guidelines to the medi¬ 
cal examiners!. 

The Government of India reserve to themselves absolurc 
discretion to ieject or accept any candidate after consider¬ 
ing the iCport of the Medical Board, 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mcn,hd and body health and free from any 
physical defect likely to inteifcre with the efficient perfor¬ 
mance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and chest 
girth of candidates of Indian tincluding Anglo-Indian) race 
it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the 
examination of the candidates. If there be any dispropor¬ 
tion with regard to height, weight and chest girth (he candi¬ 
dates should be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of 
the chest taken before the candidate is declared fit or not 
by the board. 

3. The candidate's height will be measured as follows — 

He will lcmove his shoes and be placed against the stan- 
daid with his fcJ together and the weight thrown on the 
heels and not on the toe$ or other sides of the fca. He will 
stand erect without rigidity and with the heels _ calve 
buttocks and shoulders touching the standmd. The chin will 
be depressed to firing the vertex of the head level under the 
horizontal bar and the height will be lccordqd in centi¬ 
metres and pints of a centimetre to halves. 
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4. The candidate’s chest Will be measured nv follows 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together and 
to raise his arms over his head. The tape will be so 
adjusted round the chest that its tipper edge touches the 
interior angles of the shoulder blades, behind lies in 

the same horizontal plane when the tape is taken round the 
chest. The arms will then be lowered to lung loosely by the 
side and care will be taken that the shoulders arc not 
thrown upwaids or bLckwiiiU lo .o d the ape. 

The candidate will .-hen be directed to take deep inspira¬ 
tion several times and the maximum expansion of tbc chest 
will be carefully noted and the minimum and maximum will 
then be rccoided in centimetres 144 —89, 3i.—SI etc. In 
recording the measurements, fractions of less than ft centi¬ 
metre should not be noted. 

N,B.—The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to n final decision. 

5.. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight 
recorded in kilograms; fraction of half a kilogram should not 
be noted. 

6. (a) The candidate's eye-sight will be lesUd in accord¬ 
ance with the following rules. The result of each test will 
be recorded. 

(b) There shall be no limit for minimum naked eve vision 
but the naked eye vision of the candidates shall however be 
recorded by the Medical Board or other medical autho¬ 
rity in every case, ns it will -furnish the basic information in 
regard to the condition of the eve.

(d) In every case of myopia fundus examination should be 
carried out and the results recorded, in the ^,ci±l ur patho' 
logical condition being present which is likely to be pro¬ 
gressive and affect the efficiency of the candidate, he should 
be declared unfit. 

(e) Field of Vision.—The field of vision will be tested by 
the confrontation method. When such test give*; unsatisfac¬ 
tory or doubtful result the field of vision should be deter¬ 
mined on the perimeter. 

(f) Night Blindness—Broadly there are two types of night 
blindness (1) as a result of Vit. A deficiency and (2) as a 
result of Organic Disease of Retina—a common cause being 
Retinitfl Pigmentosa in (1) the fundus is normal generally 
seen in younger age-group and ill-nourished persons and 
improves by large doses of Vit. A and (2) the fundus is 
often involved and mere fundus examination will reveal the 
condition in majority of cases. I he patient in diis category 
is an adult and may not suffer from malnutrition. Persons 
seeking employment for higher posts in the Government will 
fall in this category. For both (1) and (2) dark adaptation 
test will reveal the condition. For (2) specially when fun¬ 
dus is not involved eloctro-retinography is required to be 
done. Both these tests (dark adaption and retinography) 
are time constrming and rdquhb specialized set-up and 
equipment and thus are not possible as a rou inc test in a 
medical check-up. Because of these technical consideration 
it is for the Ministry /Department to indicate if these le*sts 
for night blindness arc required to be done. This will de¬ 
pend upon the job requirement and nature pf duties to be 
performed by the prospective Government employee. 

(g) Ocular condition, other than visual acuity,— (i) Any 
organic disease or a progressive refractive eror which is likely 
to result in lowering the visual acuity shoidd be considered 
a disqualification. 


(ii) Squint.—For technical services where the presence of 
binocular vision is essential, squint, even if the visual acuity 
in each eye is of the prescribed standard should be consider¬ 
ed disqualification. For other services the presence of squint 
should not be considered as disqualification, if the visual 
acuity is ot the prescribed standard. 

(iiij One eye—If a person has Oiie eye or it he 1ms one 
eye which has normal vision and the other eyo is amblyopic 
or has -Aibnoinul vision, the usual effect k that ihe person 
lacks stereoscopic vision for perception of death. Such vision 
is not necessary for many civil posts. The medical board 
may recommended as fit such person provided the normal 
eye has :— 

(i) 6/6 distant vision and JI near vision willi or without 
glasses provided the error in any meridian is not 
more than 4 dioptres for distant vision. 

(ii) full field of vision. 

(in) normal colour vision wherever required. 

Provided the board is satisfied that the candidate can per- 
fonn all the functions for the particular job in question. 

(h) Contact Lenses—During the medical examination of 
a candidate, the use of contact lenses is not to be allowed. 
It is necessary that when conducting eyo tests the illumina¬ 
tion of the type letters for distant vision should have an illu¬ 
mination of 15 foot-candlc®. 

7. Blood Pressure 

The board will use it discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressuie is as follows:— 

(i) With young subjects 15—25 years of the age the 
average is about 100 plus the age. 

(ii) With subject over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory 

N.B, -As a general uilc any systolic pressure over 140 mm, 
and diastolic over 90 mm, should be regarded as suspicious 
and the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board before 
giving their final opinion regarding the candidate's fitness 
otherwise. The hospitalization report should indicate whether 
the rise in blood pressure is of u transient nature due to 
excitement etc. or whether it is due to any organic disease. 
In all such cases X-ray and electro-cardiographic examination 
of heart and blood uun clearance test should also be done 
as a routine. The final decision as to the fitness or other¬ 
wise of a candidate will, however, rest with the Medical 
Board only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury monometer type of instrument should be 
used as a ruK The measurement should not be taken within 
fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Piovidcd the 
patient, and particularly his arm is relaxed be may be either 
lying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably at the 
patient’s side in a more or less hoiizcntal position. The arm 
should be freed from clothes to the shoulder. The cuff com¬ 
pletely deflated should be applied wTh the middle of the 
rubber over the inDcr side of the aim and its lower edge an 
jj icli or two above the bend of the elbow The following 
turns of clothes bandage should spread evenly over the bag 
to avoid bulging during inflation. 

The branchial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope is flieir applied lightly and 
cent rally over it below but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cuff is inflated to about 200 mm. Hg. and then slowly de¬ 
flated. The level at which the column stands when soft suc¬ 
cessive sounds arc heard represents the systolic pressure. 
When mo it? air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard 
to increase in intensity. The level of the column at which 
tue wcll-heaTd clear sounds change to soft muffled fading 
sounds represents the diastolic pressure. The measurements 
should be taken in n fairly brief period of time as prolonged 
pressure of stiff ia irritating lo the patient and will vitiate 
the readings. Rechecking if necessary, should be done only 
a few minutes after complete deflation of the cuff (Some- 
timeSjUS the cuff is deflated sounds arc heard at a certain 
level; they may disappear as pressure falls ami reappear at a 
still lower level. The ’Silent Gnp’ may cause error on read¬ 
ing). 
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8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be exammed and the result recorded. Where a Medi¬ 
cal Board finds sugar present in a candidate's urine by the 
usual chemical tests the Board will proceed with the exami¬ 
nation with all its other aspects and will also specially note 
any signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes. If expect for 
tnc glycosuria the Board finds the candidate confirm to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the 
candidate lit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic 
and the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist In 
Medicine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his 
disposal- The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever 
examination, clinical and laboratory he considers necessary in¬ 
cluding a standard blood sugar tolerance test and will submit 
his opinion to the Medical Board upon which the Medical 
Board will base its final opinion “fit" or “unfit”, The candi¬ 
date will not be required to appear in person before the 
Board on the second occasion. To exclude the effects of 
medication it may be necessary to retain a candidate for 
several days in hospital under strict supervision. 

9. A women candidate who as a result of tes^s is found 
to be pregnant of 12 weeks standing Or ovep should be dec¬ 
lared temporarily unfit until the confinement is over. She 
shauld be re-examined for a fitness certificate six weeks after 
the date of confinement subject to the production of a medi* 
cal certificate of fitness from a registered medical practitioner. 

10. The following additional points should be observed. 

(a) that the candidate’s hearing in each ear is good and 
that there is no sign of disease of the car. In case 
it is defective the candidate should be got examined 
by the ear specialist; provided that if the defect in 
hearing is remediable by operation or by use of a 
hearing aid, candidate cannot be declared unfit 

on that account provided he/sho has no progres¬ 
sive disease in the ear. The following are the 
guidelines for the medical examining authority in 
this regard ;■—
